Automobile traffic Sunday on the 
main highways through Gettysburg 
and on the battlefield was close to 
m id-summer volume, state police of 
the Gettysburg sub-station, and n a­ 
tional park officials, reported today. 
An urge on the part of many mo­ 
torists to take advantage of w hat 
might be one of the last perfect 
fall days before winter was a ttri­ 
buted by officials for the heavy vol­ 
ume of traffic. 
Mild weather, coupled with the 
unsurpassed coloring of the fall fo­ 
liage on the battlefield, along the 
highways and in the m ountains, I 
was the incentive to m any to "roll 
out*’ the family car for a Sunday 
trip. 
Battlefield travel was only slightly 
below the totals for the preceding 
week-end. according to figures com­ 
piled by Vernon hunt, superintend­ 
ent of the National cemetery. 
Battlefield Figures 
An estim ated 2J80 persons visited 
the battlefield Sunday, compared 
with 2,996 the previous Sunday. The 
Saturday total was estim ated at 
1,176, compared with 2,072 on Oc­ 
tober 16, 
The week-end total was 3.656 per- 
soriK. The total for the previous 
week was 5,068 There was a total 
of 515 tourists in guided trips over 
the battlefield this past week-end. 


108 in three buses and 407 in pri 
vate automobiles. Two Pennsylvania 
buses toured the battlefield S atur­ 
day and a bus from Baltimore was 
here Sunday. 
The Sunday figures were 284 per­ 
sons in automobiles with guides and 
38 in the Baltimore bus for a total

guided trips over the battlefield, a 
total of 193, Many others toured 
the 'field in their own cars without 
guides. 
Highway Traffic Heavy 
Traffic was unusually heavy on 
both the Lincoln highway, east and 
west, and on Route 15, north to 
Harrisburg and south to W ashing­ 
ton. and on the Baltimore, Carlisle 
arui Fairfield roads. Steady streams 
of automobiles passed over these 
highways, sometimes almost bum p­ 
er to bumper 
Hundreds of persons visited Cale­ 
donia state park Sunday. The Lin­ 
coln highway west of Gettysburg 
was open, via the old route from 
near McKnightstow’n to Newman’s 
park. 
A state police officer reported that 
it took 35 minutes at one time dur­ 
ing the heavy traffic on Sunday 
afternoon to drive from Williams 
Grove to Dillsburg, a distance of ap­ 
proximately five miles.

cial editions of leading Soviet news­ 
papers yesterday. 
It was heralded here as the great­ 
est soil conservation project, ever 
attem pted in the world. 
“Nothing like it exists or can ex­ 
ist under the conditions of capital­ 
ism,” one newspaper said. 
The plan was announced jointly 
bv the Russian cabinet and the cen­ 
tral comm ittee of the Communist 
party. Special editions of Pravda. 
official m outh piece of the Com­ 
m unist party and Izvestia, govern­ 
m ent organ, outlined the project in 
detail. 
Briefly, the complex project 
is 
planned 
to elim inate the 
effects 
of the dead "t-ukhoveyi”—the hot 
dry winds that sweep across Russia's 
Agrarian districts from the C as­ 
pian and central Asian deserts. 
The project includes all known 
m ethods 
of 
reforestration on a 
grand scale—establishm ent of reser­ 
voirs. artificial lakes, development of 
hydro-electric power, improved ro­

winds of the Asian deserts are to be 
sealed off from the Russian bread­ 
basket districts by the planting of 
great tree belts, the longest to run 
700 miles from the South Urals to 
the Caspian seas.

He had been a cardinal since 1927. 
That year he was appointed arch­ 
bishop of Posen and primate of Po­ 
land to succeed the late Cardinal 
Da I ber 
He began his carreer as a priest 
in Milan, Italy, where he became a 
close friend of the man who was to 
become Pope Pius XI. 
Ten years ago Polish Catholics 
felt that, should the tradition of an 
Italian pope be broken, Cardinal 
Hlond might fyave a good chance 
of being elected pontiff by the col­ 
lege of Cardinals. At that time he 
enjoyed the confidence of Pius XI 
and granted the privilege of acting 
as worldwide spiritual director over 
all Poles regardless of their places 
of residence. That privilege wras 
given him despite the fact that the 
authority of bishops generally is 
limited to their dioceses or their 
own countries. 
Born in Upper Silesia in 1881, 
Cardinal Hlond was the son of a 
miner. 
Jailed by Nazis 
In September, 1939, when G er­ 
many 
overran 
Poland, 
Cardinal 
Hlond sent a report to Pope Plus 
XII which was said to have touched 
on Nazi atrocities to Poles and dam ­ 
ages to Catholic church property. 
He went from Poland to Rome late 
In 1939 on the advice of the Polish 
government and later went to a 
health resort in France. He lived in 
Lourdes, in southern France, until 
the German occupation of that zone 
in December. 1942. While in Lourdes 
he tried unsuccessfully to obtain 
passage to some neutral country.

When a raindrop falls on level 
bare soil it splashes upward and 
outward like a fountain, carrying 
soil particles with it.

Death of Dr. Huber: We have the 
painful duty of announcing the 
death of Dr. Henry S. Huber. Some 
weeks ago he had a violent attack 
of neuralgia of the stomach, com 
plicated with other diseases and he 
has been quite ill ever since A slight 
Improvement gave nae to hopes of 
ultimate recovery; but on Monday 
night there was a relapse and he 
gradually sank, dying Tuesday eve­ 
ning.
